The first proposal pertains to the revenue amend- 


ment. This proposal, if adopted as law, would give the 
state legislature authority to make a number of changes 
in the tax laws. The whole thing sounds rather vague 
to us. We do not recommend its passage.

The other three proposals on the blue ballot we 


endorse and urge their adoption and suggest that all 
voters mark a cross in front of "yes" on these last three 
proposals. There are two county officer amendments, 
one of which would permit sheriffs and treasurers of 
Illinois counties to succeed themselves in office. We 
think this is proper. An office holder who has shown 
ability and given good service in his office should do a 
better job for another term than a person who has had 
no training at the job. 


The next amendment removes old constitutional 


restrictions upon the size of the salaries of county offi- 
cers, and that too is outdated. The third amendment 
would remove the double liability of stockholders in 
state banks. This double liability has been already re- 
moved from stockholders in national banks and there 
is no reason to place this extra liability on stockholders 
in state banks. 
• • • • 


In addition, on your regular big ballot, there will 
appear in the upper left hand corner, a proposal to 
amend the banking act which is a special proposition 
providing the procedure for converting a national bank 
into.a state bank or consolidating a national bank with 
a state bank. It was enacted by the legislature in the 
expectation that the Blue Ballot banking amendment 
would be adopted. We endorse this proposal and suggest 
that you vote "yes" on it by putting a cross in the square 
opposite yea.

Plant Food and Humus 


• tree 


The leaves from one large shad* 


are worth from IS to $10 in 


terms of plant food1 and humus, 
according to one expert in the 'art 
of organic farming. 


The old gardener, long an advo- 


cate of organic gardening, agrees 
that leaves are fertilizer, and like 
all other organic wastes, should be 
treasured and used to their fullest 
.The proof of this is the rich 


black soil that is found when forest 
• lands are cleared and .cultivated. 


These lands produce the finest, 
most abundant crops in the world. 


What makes the leaves so valu- 


able? Pound for pound, the leaves 
of many of our common trees con- 
tain twice as much minerals as 
manure, according to expert esti- 
mates. The leaf of & sugar maple 
has a mineral content of over 5 per 
cent and trace elements abide in 


^abundance. 
™ The greatest benefits derived 


from leaves are their large 
amounts of fibrous organic materi- 
al. All types of soil can be im- 
proved structurally with the hu- 
mus-building qualities found in 
leaves. Heavy clay soils are aer- 
ated, and sandy soils are prevented 
from drying out too quickly. 


The leaves of the ash, sugar ma- 


ple, tulip tree and basswood are 
the highest in minerals and make 


best fertilizer.in the shortest 


time. Other common species can 
be used if they are readily avail- 
able. 


It is important to remember that 


leaves must be used as soon after 
they fall from the trees as possible, 
for they lose much of their hu- 
mus-producing qualities when al- 
lowed to decay on the ground. 


Leaves can be spread directly on 


the soil and disked several times 
to,break them up, or they can ba 
mixed with manure and compost- 
ed. Grass clippings, old straw, etc., 


can be used to great advantage 
when composted with leaves. 
TWIG DROPPING IS NORMAL 


This is the twig-dropping season 


for some trees, a phenomenon that 
alarms home owners. Twig falling 
is part of the tree's defense mech- 
anism. It is simply getting rid ol 
appendages to reduce nourishment 
needs and there is no real cause 
for worry. 


The big plants are apt to com- 


pensate for possible lack of nour- 
ishment, particularly in areas sub- 
ject to drouth conditions this sum 
mer. Twig fall generally represents 
the last annual growth. 


You may have reason to suspect 


the twig litter on your grounds is 
excessive. In that case, it is a good 
idea to consult the tree expert. 
Either twi pruners or twig gir 
dlers. or both, may be the real 
trouble. These insects actually sev- 
er the twigs from parent branches. 


Trees also may show nutritional 


distress by leaf scorch and prema- 
ture leaf shedding. Feeding with 
a balanced tree fertilizer high in 
nitrogen content usually is enough 
to correct the twig falling condi- 
tion. '

Avoid Careless Errors of 'Rookie' Home Owners 


Readers who have recently pur- 


chased new homes, and to whom 
suck a *Mve> is a new experience, 
know by now son* of the pitfalls 
and headaches that accompany 
home ownership. They know the 
Joys, too. but the problems are 
what interest us here. 


So we'll pass .along some of the 


knowledge they have gained to 
other rookie home owners in a 
general round-up of a few of the 
most common pitfalls, both major 
and minor. 


Asphalt tile floors can be a 


problem if the following direc- 
tions aren't followed to the let- 
ter, says the National Association 
of Borne Builders. 


Don't use excessive amounts of 


water or wax on asphalt tile un- 
til the tile is thoroughly sealed 
and until the adhesive has set. 
This takes about two weeks after 
installation. 


Don't clean asphalt tile with 


gasoline, benzine, naphtha, tur- 
pentine or organic solvents. Or- 
ganic solvents may soften the ma- 
terial and cause discoloration. 


Don't expose asphalt tile to oils, 


greases and solvent waxes, such 
as paste wax. Don't use oily soaps 
or cleaners on asphalt tile floors. 
Don't use waxes containing tur- 
pentine, naphtha or similar sol- 
vents. Don't use sweeping com- 
pounds containing oils, sand or 
chemicals. 


Don't apply wax over a dirty 


floor. Don't apply varnish; lac- 
quer or shellac—they contain in- 
gredients injurious to asphalt tile 
and will eventually, cause un- 
sightly traffic lanes. Be sure to 
use only a water base wax.

The roof of a new horn* should 


last for many years, though it may 
develop leaks at first. Have the 
builder attend to leaks promptly. 


A common mistake owners make 


is in failing to clear gutters and 
downspouts of tree limbs and 
leaves before winter. These stop 
the downspouts from functioning, 
cause water to back up and flood 
the roof, and necessitate costly 
repairs. 


Careless installation of " televi- 


sion antennae will 
often 
cause 


roof leaks. Exercise care not to 
damage the roof while walking 
on it. 


As the earth around a new home 


settles it may result in depres- 
sions where there has been a 


trench near the foundation. These 
places must be kept filled with 
dirt so that water won't collect 
in them and cause dampness in the 
basement. 


The walls, woodwork and floors 


of nexv homes are decorated with 
good paint products, and shoul< 
give long service if properly car« 
(or. 


Before washing walls or wood' 


work and other painted surfaces 
consult a recognized paint, hard 
ware or department store dealer 
for coirect cleaning compounds 
It is best not to use water to clean 
haul wood floors. 


The best advice would seem to 


be: when in doubt about any 
piobem. consul an authority or 
your buider.

Solve Home-Building Problems 


WASHJNGTON-What reasearch 


has done in medicine, chemistry, 
physics and scores of other sciences 


raise American health and liv-

Home Builders took the first big 
step toward that goal today with 
the formation of a "Home Build 
ers Research Institute" to coordin- 
ate the scattered housing research 
now under way and to conduct 
iractical field tests on new ma- 
erials and techniques developed 
in university and industrial labor- 
atories. 


Creation of the new organization 
s expected to give tremendous 
impetus to all basic housing re- 
search and to speed up the tech- 
nological revolution 
which 
has 


ransformed home building since 
rVorld War U from.A handicraft 
to a $12 billion a year mass-pro- 
duction industry. 


The Institute charter was approv- 


ed by the NAHB Board of Direct 
ors at its September, meeting in 
Seattle, as an outgrowth,of the 
technical and 'research activities 
of the association, whose 25,000 
members account for 80 per cent 
of all residential construction in 
metropolitan' areas of the United 
States. 


Headed by Leonard G. Haeger, 
echnical 
services 
director 
of 


NAHB, the Institute's activities 
will be guided by a nine-man board 
of trustees chosen from among 
the country's leading builders. 


In addition to its own studies 


and field trials, the Institute will 
provide the nation's home build- 
ers for the first time with a cen- 
tral clearing house of information 
on new developments by govern- 
mental and private research or- 
•anizations.' It also will advise 
hose organization* on practical 
problems faced by the home build- 
ers in order to guide their re- 
search into the most effective 
channels. 


Haeger emphasized that one of 


the Institute's primary functions 
will be to serve as a liasion group 
&tween building materials manu- 
acturers and the builders who use

their products, so that new ideas 
which have been tried and proven 
in the laboratory can be given a 
full field test in "experimental 
homes" all over the country. The 
air conditioning industry, for ex 
ample, is developing year-round 
temperature control systems for 
use in medium and low-priced 
homes. Some already are being 
tested in the South and Southwest, 
and they are expected to start go- 
ing into general use within a year. 


One of the first Institute field 


tests is scheduled to get under 
way shortly in South'Bend, Ind., 
where builder Andrew Place is 
erecting two homes in which com- 
peting heating and air conditioning 
systems will be given a one-year 
tryout under everyday living con 
ditions. The houses will be occu- 
pied >for the entire year and will 
be wired from ground to roof- 
top with thermocouple controls to 
give scientists of the National 
Warm Air Heating and Air "Condi- 
tioning Association a day-by-day 
record o{ how the weather-mak- 
ers perform. 


Also high' up on 'the Institute's 


research program is an experi- 
ment on several 
radically-new 


kinds of exterior paint that will be 
tested on about 40 houses being 
built in different parts of the 
county. 


November to 
Be Warm, Wet 
Say Forecasters 


WASHINGTON-**—The Weath- 


er Bureau said today it expects 
November to reverse the October 
weather pattern. 


"The Weather Bureau's 30-day 


outlook for November calls for 
temperatures to average above 
seasonal normals over most of the 
nation except for somewhat below 


normal west of the 
Continental

Simplify Home Repair Jobs

When you want 
concentrated 


heat for some building or repair 
Job around the house, there is no 
better or cheaper way of getting 
it than with a blowtorch. 


There are' at least two torches 


on the market designed especially 
for use by the novice, amateur or 
hobbyist to replace the noisy, 
more complicated blowtorch of the 
professional. One new torch util- 
izes a long-lasting, replaceable 
cylinder of liquefied petroleum 
gas with burning time up to 15 
hours. 


Among the specific uses for such

Paint-removing — Chip off al

blister pnlnt and push knife blade 
held in the other hand .under pain' 
to strip it off. Work with 
th< 


grain. Let the knife slip along 
slowly, but steadily. 


If paint Is too hard to blister 


properly, brush on a coat of three 
quarts of linseed oil and 
one 


quart of paint thinner and let I 
stand a day or two to soften paint 
' Asphalt tile laying — Locate 
center of room to be tiled am 
from center, spread adhesive over 
half the room. Allow 20 or 30 min 
utes for adhesive to become tacky 
Then, starting from 
center, lay 


tile by heating back of tile slowly 
with torch and placing each tile 
firmly Into position on floor. Heat 
ing tile molds' it to fit contours of 
the floor. 


Don't slide into position. In cut 


ting tile to fit corners, borders or 
obstructions, first scribe it with 
linoleum knife where you wish to

Patching a gutter leak—Locate 


the hole, use u wire brush or wuid- 
paper to bare the metal around 
the point of leakage. Apply flux 
whenever necessary. Form a piece 
of copper patching—a little larger 
than the hole to be patched—to fit 
the gutter's contour.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Study Right Way to Win This Hand 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


There is a right way to play the 


kind of hand shown today, and sev- 
eral wrong ways. But perhaps I 
should begin by admitting that 
South should be satisfied with a 
contract of three spades and should 
not venture to game. 


Having arrived at his ambitious 


game contract, South might play 
the hand in' one wrong manner by 
simply not playing it at all. In 
other words, he might expose his 
hand and concede that he must 
lose one trick in each suit. This 
would save time, but it would be 
sheer cowardice. 


Another bau way to play the 


hand, is to go at it in a very 
straightforward style. This per- 
mits the opponents to make a mis- 
take but does not actually help 
them to do so. The chances are 
that the opponents will take their 
four tricks. 


The right way to play the hand 


is to win the first trick in dummy 
with the ace of hearts and return 
the jack of clubs from the dummy. 
This is not sure-fire, of course, but 
it gives East an excellent chance 
to go wrong. There's nothing like 
helping the opponents ... to make 
a mistake. 


East may very well think that 


declarer plans a finesse, and he 
will therefore play a low club to 
let South make his guess. Actually, 
as it happens. South has no guess, 
and he will win the trick with the 
king of clubs. Having stolen his 
club trick, South is now on sure 
ground. 


Declarer can now lead a dia- 


mond towards dummy and East 
should 'refuse that first diamond 
trick. A heart is next returned 
from dummy, and East must take 
his king.

Test Family for Pinworms 
If Children Are Reinfected 


A mother who signs herself "Dis- 


tracted" says that for the fourth 
time in two years she is treating 
her children for pinworms. In her 
letter she asks three questions con- 
cerning1, this common11 condition 
among youngsters. 


First, she asks, "Why do the 


children continue to have pin- 
worms? I thought perhaps the 
whole family should be treated, 
but my husband refuses' to co- 
operate." Second, she ask, "Is the 
children's diet in any way respon- 
sible?" And finally, she asks if 
there Is any other way besides 


boiling to treat the bedclothing, 
towels and washcloths, and person- 
al clothing of the youngsters. 


If the information given by 


."Distracted" is correct, her-chil- 
dren have been cured of. pinworms 
on several occasions, but have 
been reinfected. This is unfortu- 
nately a common experience, and 
one can only guess as to whether 
the reinfection came from within 
the family or from outside.

pinworms are contaminating thi 
food, and this could only occur if 
someone handling the food alread; 
had the worms.

evidently been extreme! 


careful in handling and serving 
food and in instructing her chil 
dren in hygienic measures. Th 
fact that she has boiled the wash 
ing so carefully and still the chil 
dren have become reinfected, sug 
gests the cause of reinfection lies 
elsewhere.

WASH CLOTHING CAREFULLY 


The parasites are rather delicate 


and die fairly easily outside the 
human body,.so that it would prob- 
ably be quite safe merely to wash 
the clothing carefully in hot water 
then make sure that it is thorough 
ly dry. 


Unfortunately, such experiences 


as that described are by no means 
unusual and about the only sug- 
gestion one can make is that still 
further efforts be made to'identify 
all posaible carriers of pinworms 
so that they, too, can be treated 
and will not serve as a source ol 
future trouble.

Law Flops

. .WASHINGTON-W-The law that 
wm« to fore* most gamblers to pay 
heavy taxes or put them out of 
mtslnfiM one year old today—baa 
done neither in It* first year. 


Frank Lohn. chief of the Internal 


Revenue Bureau'! Intelligence divi- 
•ion. in an interview summing up 
a year'* administration of the law 
Mid it baa brought in only a frac- 
tion of the expected revenue, and 
haa not materially reduced gam- 
bling. 


The government collected prob- 


ably leas than nine million dollar* 
in taxes, compared with congres- 
atonal •stimates the take might be 
400 million. 


And. Lohn aald, Instead of being 


forced out of business, gamblers 
"have just gone underground." 
However, he added the law la a 
"'deterrent to the gambling fratern- 
ity." 


Why hasn't the law worked? 
For one reason, the bureau 


hasn't enough men to enforce it, 
Lohn said. Congress provided no 
extra money for additional person- 
nel, and the bureau could spare 
only 100 men to tap the gambling 
world for taxes. 
. Also, the Supreme Court has not 
yet ruled on whether the stamp tax 
la constitutional. Last spring a fed* 
eral Judge held it was not. Revenue 
officials say many gamblers be- 
lieve the high court will overturn 
the law." and In the meantime they 
are not too afraid of violating It. 


The law requires gamblers to 


buy a |S04-year occupational tax 
•tamp, and to pay an excise tax 
amounting to 10 per cent of 'their 
gross take. 


The government collected tat the 


first 11 months a total of 18,190,438 
from gamblers, Lohn said. 


Of this, $1,082,369 was from sale 


.of gambling stamps. The rest, 
$7,108,179 was from the 10 per cent 
excise tax.'
